Paper, of what ſoꝛt oz kind ſoever within any of Dur 
Kingdoms oꝛ Dominions, ſhall at any time hereafter directly o2 indirectly buy, bargain, oꝛ contract foz, oz 
roncerning the Jmpoztation ofanp Blue Paper of what ſoꝛt oꝛ kind ſoeber made beyond the Seas, oꝛ in any 
other place out of Dur ſaid Realm of England F Dominion of Wales, noꝛ ſhal bargain foꝛ, bup, oꝛ ſell ſuch Blue 
Paper ſo impoꝛted, knowing the ſame to be manufacted beyond the Seas, upon pain of foꝛfeiting all that 
by Law is fozfeitable, and ſuch other puniſhment as by Dur Law, oz Pꝛerogatibe Ropal map belawſyl- 
iy inflitted upon the contemners of Dur Royal Authozity; Any Charter, Licence, Power, Authozitp. oz 
P2iviledge to the contrary notwithſtanding. And-We do hereby further ſtraitly charge and command all 
Sheriffs, Pultices of the Peace, the Farmers of Dur Cuſtoms, Comptrollers. Searchers, Claiters and 
other Officers of all oz any Dur Pozts within Dur aid Realm, and all Conſtables, and other Officers 
and Miniſters of Juſtice, and all other Our loving Subjects to be diligent in and about the pꝛebenting of 
the Impoꝛtation of the ſaid Paper and Manufatture, and diſcovery of the ſame, if any ſuch ſhall be Im 
poꝛted, and to cauſe ſuch the Offenders to be duly puniſhed, as to Law and Juſtite ſhall appertain.
